•ucteMive month, Ohio industrial 
employment In April showed an In- 
crease from the previous month, 
according to the monthly report 
of the bureau of business research, 
Ohio State University, on business 
.OBttditions in Ohio. 
'\-t Sdf' far, however, the report em- 
jiatflzed, the month-to-month in 
crease has failed to register more 
than the usual seasonal gain. But 
while the Increase to date have 
been no more than seasonal, it 
pointed out, "it is significant that 
the employment trend in Ohio dur- 
ing the past months has been in 
line with and not counter to the 
seasonal trend."

Each 
course is issued in mimeographed 
form. ' Information on their con- 
tent-may be obtained by writing 
to the department of agricultural 
publications, the Ohio State Uni- 
versity, Columbus.

era is to.increase the efficiency of 
labor by using a general purpose 
tractor ifor. cultivating the crop, 
according to G. W. McCuen, chair- 
man of the department of agricul- 
tural engineering 
of Ohio State 


University. . 


In addition to reducing the cost 


of production, 
he says, the corn 


may be cultivated quickly and ef-} 
ficiently with a general purpose 
tractor. Even under adverse wea- 
ther conditions, night 
work has 


been done successfully with tre 
motor cultivator, by using lights 
so that the rows and individual! 


A six section harrow will cover 
between 80 and 90 acres a day. 
The fuel and oil costs for this work 
average about 6 cents per acre. 


The cost of operating a general 


purpose tractor as a cultivating 
unit varies. However, fuel and la- 
boi costs for two row equipment 
amounts to about 20 cents an acre. 
The machinery overhead is about 
the same as the operating co*ts 
and a good average figure of 40 
cents an acre for cultivation may 
tv> expected where two row equip- 
ment, ifi used. This will be lowered 
considerably.when -larger units ;are 
used.

FIGHT SPUD LOSSES 
FROM FLEA BEETLES 


Potato losses resulting from 


damage by flea beetles may be. re- 
duced by applying- the proper 
spray, declares T. H. Parks, ex- 
tension specialist in entomology at 
the Ohio State University, who 
says that these insects are among 
the first to appear on the young 
plants. 


Flea beetles attack the little 


plant by eating tiny "shot holes" 
through the leaf surfaces. 
The 


holes are sometimes so numerous 
that a considerable -portion of the 
leaf is destroyed. Such injury, if 
at all severe, results in reduced 
potato yields. 


The most dependable method-of 


control, he .says, consists in p<ro- 
tecting the little plants with a 
coating of poisoned Bordeaux tnix.- 
ture. This is made of either-cal- 
cium arsenate or arsenate .of lead 
mixed with. Bordeaux mixture in 
the proportion of 2 pounds-of the 
arsenate to 50 gallons of. 4-6-50 
Bordeaux mixture consisting of 4 
pounds copper sulfate, 6 pounds of 
hydrated lime, and 50. gallons "of 


water. 
Experiments show that 


when potato leaves are well coat- 
ed with such a mixture, flea 
beetles are prevented from feeding 
there and are driven from 
the 


sprayed plants to nearby unpro- 
tected plants. 


Bordeaux mixture without arse- 


nate of lead is not as effective as 
| when it is used in combination. 
Tests indicate that Bordeaux mix- 
ture alone force about 83.7 per 
cent of the insects to abandon, the 
plants and that 50 gallons of Bor- 
deaux mixture used in combina- 
tion with 2 pounds of arsenate of 
lead will drive away 96.9 per cent 
of the pests.
